j in Vancouver, B. C., writing to a re- 
! cent issue of a London paper, describes 
'methods' of doing work in his section,!

"I have often wondered, when look- 


ing at the plans of houses why British 
architects do not arrange the rooms 
on the ground floors more convenient- 
ly.

linings, -for they are unnecessary, as 
on a frame house, there is no mortar 
to contend with.

LIAmi.ITY OP A CORTORATIOX 
A corporation is not liable on a con- 


tract employing a firm of architects 
to prepare plans for a building If tho 
agreement was not authorized by th-3 
board of directors, and if the proposed 
building would involve an expenditure 
largely in excess of the capitaliza- 
tion of the company. 
This, in effect, 


is the decision announced by the ap- 
pellate term of tho Xew York su- 
preme court In the case of Thompson 
& Frohling 
vs. Marseillaise 
French 


Baking company, 147 New York Sup- 
plement 402. 


The plaintiffs, a firm of architects in 


New York city, sued for compensa- 
tion for preparing plans for a build- 
Ing to cost 3125.000. 
The defendant 


company defended the 
suit 
on the 


ground that its president, with whom 
the contract was made, had not ex- 
pressed or Implied authority to con- 
tract ?o expensive a building when 
the capital stock of the company was 
only 110,000: especially in view of the 
fact that the land on which it was 
proposed to erect' the building did not 
belong to the company. 


The court sustained this defense, de- 


claring that the making of such 
a 


contract was not within the scope of 
the president's general authority and 
that the plaintiffs were hound to tako 
notice of the limitations upon his au- 
thority In this respect.

THE 


DEPARTMENT APPEARED AND PERFORMED HIS FULL DUTY. 
On all other occasions the permanent fireman is subject to a fine of
